Loose ends... 


The preparation of the last news- 
paper of the year recalls to mind the 
happenings of the last. few months 
and the changes that have been ef- 
fected. Without a doubt this has 
been one of the most eventful years 
in the history of the University. 


Faced again this spring with two- 
hour exams, we fail to echo the en- 
thusiasm of a past Gateway editor. 
Bitter experience has demonstrated 
that two-hour exams are merely the 
old four-hour ones with only two 
hours allowed for writing. The result 
is an increased taxing of nervous en- 
ergy and physical vigor. Any sub- 
ject that is taught for a period of 
seventeen weeks cannot be either 
fairly or adequately reviewed in two 
hours. Only two results are possible; 
either a.test that is too long for the 
time alloted and which makes the stu- 
dent write frantically and badly, or a 
_ test which is so limited as to be an 
ae sampling of the course mate- 
rial. 


A\nd, not or 


Biggest headache of the year was 
the mixup over the senior class presi- 
dents. In final desperation we wrote 
’ two stories, one to be used if the stu- 
dent council approved the co-presi- 
dency, and one to use if it rejected it. 
When press-time came we decided to 
use the “rejection” story although 
final action had not been taken. Fif- 
teen minutes later we were dumb- 
founded to discover that, due to a 
technical slip-up, the other story 
would have been the correct one. 


A strike, its future 


With all the.drama, romance and 
excitement of a first-class stage play, 


the student. strike provided fertile — 


field for editorial:comment during a 


large portion of the’ semester. Big- 


gest beef of the Gateway. ‘was the 
way of banning athletics rather than 
the actual banishment itself. - 

“As the strike’progressed, the Gate- 
way was impressed with the orderli- 
ness of student conduct and the se- 
riousness of the. whole affair. Later 
we pointed out that only two of the 
student board’s charges were unsub- 
stantiated. ~The belief was expressed 
that a greatly increased 
spirit” on the part of alums, regents, 
administration, students and parents 
alike would-be one of the results of 
the strike. — 


This year’s student body. may feel 
justly proud of the heritage it hands 
down to all future students. No one 
well versed in the philosophy of polit- 
ical thought can deny the inalienable 
right of students to have a voice in 
the conduct of University affairs. 


Thus far at Omaha, student influ- 
ence in administrative affairs appar- 
ently must: lie in informal spheres. 
This is not true at some other schools. 
University of Nebraska students are 
embarking upon a scheme to have a 
formal, permanent voice in such mat- 
ters as the selection of faculty mem- 
bers and the spending of school funds 
—and the administration of the school 
seenis to be wholeheuzrtedly behind 
the plan. 


Wartime education 


- During the year we have become a 
war-time university. Already we face 
the problems of decreased enrollment, 
decreased revenue and a shift in the 
emphasis of courses demanded by stu- 
dents. Shortly we may be faced with 
even greater problems — problems 
that threaten the life of the Univer- 


sity, 


It is important, if there is to be a 
University after the war is over, to re- 
gard with suspicion plans for drastic 
change. Losses made under the du- 
reas of war are sometimes hard to re- 
gain and we can ill afford to lose the 
gains we have made under such great
